In response to your regu2st of March 31, 1977, we
developed a list of Federal regulatory programs and activi-
ties for use in preparation for hearings on the Regulatory
Reform Act of 1977, Senate bill 600, 95th Congress. Your
Subcommittee on Intergovernmental Relations reqguested
that we provide program information on Federal regulatory
agencies.

We prepared a listing of 95 agencies with regulatory
programr and acctivity rtresponsibilities 1n a letter report
transmitted to the Subcommittee on May 26, 1977. For each
of the programs and activities we:

-~provided citations of authorizing legislation;
--indicated expiration daves where cpecified 1n the law;

--grouped the programs by subctantive area (power and
energy, transportation, etc.});

--classified the agencies by type of regqulatory activity;
-—-indicated authorizing committee jurisdictions; and

~—-included appropriaticn account nuwmpers and subiunction
codes to permit the material to be cross-referenced to
the budget.

Due to the short time frame reqguired for preparing the
report, which was needed for the Mav 1977 hearings, we were
not able to obtain agency comments or review all of the data
for consistency and completeness. Wwe exvressed the view that
a formal, more detailed reporting procedure tnat proviyded for
agency comtents and a legal review would i1pprove the useful-
ness of this listing to the Subcormittee and to 2 veriety of
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users. Your Subcommittee concurred and conseguently, we pre-
pared this revised report for the Subccmmittee which will
also be distributed to other congressional committees and to
the execuiilve agencies.

This report contains information on 116 agencies. As
in our earlier report, we structured the listing by the four
broad categories detailed in Senate bill 600. These categories
group programs wiich were suggested for review during the
same time frame. We added a fifth category to this report
to cover additional programs and activities, such as civil
rights, Indian affairs, aliens and nationality, and Panama
Canal Zone Government. These programs were not listed in
the Senate bill; therefore, we added them to make the report
more comprehensive. CUnder these broad categories, we provided
substantive area classifications. These classifications
structure the data by program area, such as power and energy.
natural resources and environment, etc., as in our earlier
report.

LIMITATIONS

Apparently, ro unified source of information exists on
all regulatory legislation, and related programs and activi-
ties; agency information is not complete. Many agencies, in
responding to our reyuest for comments, provided information
covering some of the laws which provide them regulatory
authority. Generally, these agencies limited their responses
to the one c¢r two mest significant laws they administer., We
believe that for purposes of sunset review, in many instances,
the less significant and more obsolete laws may be equally
relevant. In part, because of their relative obscurity, we
did not make an effcrt to independently rescearch them.

We concentrated primarily on insuring (1) the inclusion
of the major regulatory prog.z2ms and (2) the accuracy of the
listed citations of law and the regulatory program descrip-
tions. We have made a limited effort to add law citations
and program descriptions to our earlier report to make it
more complete. Since some comments indicated interagency
activities and relationships, they were helpful in preparing
the program descriptions.

This report does not include every Federal regulatory
program, but it is sufficiently comprehensive in illustrating
the range of regulatory programs that do exist. In any further
development and refinement of this list, we suggest that
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the administering agencies be held directly responsible for
completeness and accuracy.

We did not review agency regqulations implementing the
laws because it would require a different kind of approach
and analysis.

We included various energy agencies in our list that
existed prior to the establishment of the Department of
Energy. We did not attempt to reflect the impact of the
Energy Organization Act because the precitse location of
all program responsibilities by organizational unit was not
determined at the time we prepared the list and may not vet
be completely settled. Program descriptions by section of
authorizing legislation are correctly cited, and designa-
tion of responsibilities by former energy agency structures
has been included for analvtical purposes.

We did not include agencies with grants orograms in
the report unless tney had regulatory responsibilities other
than the enforcement of eligibility and compliance reqguire-
ments. Some grant and assistance programs are included, now-
ever, because they indirectly influence the econocmyv.

Generally, we did not include Federal regqulation of the
Federal sector. However, Federal civil rights agencies and
programs are included because of their indirect 1influence on
the private sector.

DATA SPURCES

In developing this report, we reviewed current work in
the area of regulation. Our references 1included our overview
of regulation antitled "Government Requlatory Activity: Jus-

tifications, Processes, Impacts and Alternatives" (2AD-77-34),

a Congrescional Budget Office report entitled "Number of Fed-
eral Employees Engaged in Frderal Regulitory Activities"
{August 1976}, a report by the Comestic Council Review Group
on Regulatory Reform entitled "The Challenge of Requlatory
Reform" (Januarv 1977), the U.S. Code, statutes, the Code o1
Federal Requlations, the President's budget for 18738, and
professional journals.

The primary source for identifying the authorizing leqg-
tslation was our data base, which was compiled to assist the
authorizing committees with their annual vreparation of Views
and Estimates reports. Additional research vialde¢d citatiuns
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of law for specific regulatory preograms and activities, and
helped to identify addicional regulatory ajencies and programs.

In compiling our list of regulatory agencies, we becan
with the list provided in Senate bill 600 and added the other
agenclies which our research irdicated had reaulatory respon-
sibilities. Wwe also drew on listings comriled by the Con-
gressional Budget Office and Domestic Council.

The Domestic Council's report was heloful in providing
agency regulatory progranm descriptions. Our research further
qualified the descriotions in terms of the authorizing legis-
lation.

EXPIRATICN DATES

Generally, we found that most reaulatory legislation has
no specific expiration date. When we made a search 2f the
statutes and found no expiration date, we indicated "no date."
In some instances, agencies had prev:iously provided us expir-
ation dates for the program or activities; generally, these
dates indlcated the expiration of fundinu authority only.

The expiration date information 1s not entirely complete.
There were a few cases where we did not make a search of
lengthy legislation to determine if there was an expiration
date; 1f the agencies did not furnish us a date, we left the
space blank.

CONCEPT OF REGULATION

The nature of the regulatcry powers exerciscd by the
agencies 1included in this report 1s not uniform. We under-
stand the Subcormittee is interested in obtaining informa-
tion on Federal programs which have an imrpact on the private
sector by eirther direct or indirect requlation rather than
the narrower perspective of the scope and legislative juris-
diction of 1independent regulatory agencies. Defining "reg-
ulation" in this context 1s somewhat troublesome in wview of
the well-established stature of the narrower, traditional
concept of regulation. We felt this problem of definition
might be avoided by describing the “"programs" which have an
impact on the private sector without categorizing them bv a
specific requlatory definition.

One agencv--the National Bureau of Standards, U.S. De-
partmen*t of Commerce--was perticularly difficult to classify
and mav serve as a good example of why definition, as oppozed

e o
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to description, would be too restrictive to serve the purpose
of this report. According to Commerce Department officials,
the Bureau is not a requlatory agency: it has no specific au-
thority to require the private sector to use the standards it
prescribes. Although the Bureau provides standards for the
Nation's measurement system, it does not enforce compliance
with these standards. However, nearly eve-y private firm pre-
paring a commodity for distribution includes information on
weight or size on the label; and engineering, manufacturing,
scientific, and educational institutions rely on the Bureau's
measurement standards. Usage of the Bureau’s standards and
measurements is very widespread. The Bureau could be said

to indirectly regulate without being a "regulatory" agency.
Compliance, however, may not be entirely voluntary becausc
statutes enforced by other agencies may require use of measure-
ment standards which the Bureau has developed.

We classified the reqgulatory agencies in Appendix I by
broad groups in order to offer an organizational structure
that would provide a basis for analyzing the relative regula-
tory impact of the programs on the private sector. These
groups classify the agencies by organizational status and the
type of regulatory impact they have. We developed five groups
of agencies:

--the independent regulatory agencies and commissions;

--bureaus and bureau offices having major regulatory
responsibility within the Executive departments;

. -—-agencies with authority to investigate and make
recommendations without firol regulatory authority;

~--bureaus and bureau offices within the Executive depart-
ments which are not usually considered to be regulctory
but have some regulatory impact on the private econony ;

--specialized agencies, boards, ard commissions which
have a substantial impact on certain geographic regions,
industry sectors, and groups {e.g., the handicapped,
veterans, Indians, etc.}.

The subject area classifications, developed at the Sub-
committee's request, help to further structure this regulatcry
information. Examples of such areas are power and energy,
natural resources and environment, transportation, communications,
etc. We developed several subcategories for economic requlation,
such as banking, commodities, securities, public finance, intor-
national trade, etc.
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By using the subject area classifications, the reviewer can
focus on specific program areas. We provided regulatory program

-

descriptions rather than program names. This will allow users
of this information to morz easily discriminate between items
they may wish to include or exclude from their analyses.

Appendix II, which indicates the degree of agency regu-
latory activity, divides the agencies into those that:

--are predominantly requlatory;
--have both regulatory and other program responsibilities;

-~have regulatory activities as a very small portion ol
their responsibilities; and

--have authority to investigate., make recommendations,
or set standards but no authority to make or enforce
rules or regulations. '

We trust this report will be useful to the 'Subcommittee
in rts further consideration of regqulatory reform. We have
discussed with your staff the potential usefulness of this-
report to other committees, Members of Congress and the public.
As agreed with vour staff, we are distcibuting this material

to other intesested perscns.

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CLASSIFICATION OF REGULATORY AGENCIES

BY TYPE OF ACTIVITY

Federal regulatory activities teke many formg. In chis
report, we have included a wide range of regulatory activities,
such as licensing, setting or enforcing standards, and provid-
ing recommendations which have an impact on regulation.

This classification groups agencies according to organi-
zational status and type of regulatory activity or responsibility
they have.

GROUP I

This group includes independent regulatory commissions
and regulatory agencies outside the executive departments.

These agencies have authority to set rates, issue per-
mits, reguire disclosure of information, set safety require-
ments, ©r approve hiring and promotion practices.

Some of these agencies have program responsibilities
outside the area of regulation. Fcr example, the Environ-
mental Protection Agency has authority vo grant funds for
waste disposal and anti-air pollution preojects, etc., and the
Energy Research and Development Administration had responsi-
Lility for various energy development programs.

For example, the Federal Aviation Administratisn
sets standards for air worthinocss of planes, performance re-
guiremants for pilots and mechanics, and aiiport decign; buc
it is also responsible for air traffic control and maragemert
of the Nation's airv=ys, which is more of an oprrativ.al thrar
a regulatory program. Other examples of agenrncies ir this
class are the Coast Guard (which sets marine safety standards
in addition to patrolling waterways and maintaiaing naviga-
tion aids) and the Drug Enforcement Admin:stracvion {which
classifies controlled substances and licercses manutacturers
of legal drugs in addition to enforcing criminal sanction:.
against illegal drug importers and tratfickers}.

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INVENTORY OF AUTHORIZING LEGISLATION

AND PROGRAMS BY AGENCY

This inventory provides the data requested by the
Subcommittee for use in consideration of regulatory reform.

The listing includes data on 116 Federal agencies. We
structured the listing by the four broad categories detailed
in Senate bill 600, 95th Congress. These categories group
programs which were suggested for review during the same
time frame. We added a fiith category to cover additional
programs and activities, such as civil rights, Indian affairs,
aliens and nationality, and Panama Canal Zone government.
These programs were not listed in the Senate bill. We added
them to make the report more comprehensive. Under these broad
categories, we provided substantive area classifications.
This classification structures the data by program area, such
as power and energy, natural resources and environment, etc.

For each substantive area classification, we listed the
agencies having regulatory program responsibilities and de-~
scribed the nature of these activities.

For each of the agencies' requlatory programs or activi-
ties we (1) provided citations of authorizing legislation,
(2) indicated expiration dates where specified in the law,
(3) indicated authorizing committee jurisdiction, (4) de-
scribed the authority for the program or activity as author-
ized by the specific section of the law, and (5) provided
the appropriation account and subfunction numbers.
